I)uriug tin* sumuu'r <»f lb()7 this 
variety was found, in plenty, growing among piles of eh'ad brush at 
the. ('dge of a. |)ine barren near 'rimm.son, (b'orgia. d'he ellect of 
the' habitat was to make the plants lung and spindling, but otherwise 
thev could have* be'cn distinguished from thetvpical form of neighbor- 
iiiiT fiehls onlv bv lloral characters.
